A dispatch from Baltimore, Md., says 
that physicians there have advised the 
public*^to boil all milk until an epi­ 
demic of “a peculiar throat disease” 
now prevalent in that city has sub­ 
sided. 


The disease was described as some­ 
what similar to tonsilitis, but more per­ 
sistent. Dr. William H. Park, director 
of the research laboratory of the New 
York department of health, said that 
he suspected the disease to be septic 
sore throat. It was epidemic in Boston 
last summer, and among 2000 cases 
there were about fifty deaths. 
Out­ 
breaks of the same nature have been 
reported from Europe in recent years. 
The only American visitation that Dr. 
Park knows of, besides the one in Bos­ 
ton and possibly the present trouble in 
Baltimore, occurred in a Hudson river 
town six years ago. Dr. Park remem’ 
bers the Hudson river epidemic, as ho 
was called in to locate the source oí 
the disease,

He found several patients of a pri­ 
vate school suffering from infectious 
sore throat and a rash comparable to 
the rash of scarlet fever. 
Dr. Park, 
having eliminated in his mind every 
possible fcxuse except the milk supply, 
went to the dairy that supplied the 
school, inspected the cows and found 
oen that also had a bad case of so e 
throat. The cow was killed and tlie.e 
was no more illness at the school. 


CRYING BABY SAVES FAMILY 


Awakened by Screams, Parents Find 
Home In Flames. 


Smoke awoke Corinne, the two 
year-old daughter of Joseph Paine, of 
Shenandoah, Pa. 


Her screams aroused the parents, 
who found their home burning fierce­ 
ly, the lower floor being a mass of 
flames. The family of six barely had 
time to escape in their night cloth­ 
ing. 


Michael Paine and Anthony Gailes, 
two boarders, jumped from the second 
story window. The fire spread to the 
next house, the residence of Frank 
Gallow, who saved much of his cloth­ 
ing and furniture before his home was 
also ruined. 


Boys Catch Alleged Slayer.

killed John Rozuski, whose engage­ 
ment to Bertha Zoller, the belle of 
Willock, a mining town near Pitts­ 
burg, Pa., had been announced. 


Bentz had never seen Rozuski, but 
kne\Y he was his rival for the girl's 
hand. When he saw Rozuski leaving 
the girl's home he is said to have kill­ 
ed him. 


Throwing the revolver away, Bentz 
took to the hills. 
A crowd of small 
boys saw him 
running, and one of 
them, George Hill, aged twelve years, 
picked up the revolver, and at the 
head of a posse composed of his com­ 
panions, pursued Bentz. 


For over a mile the chase extended, 
Hill firing all the remaining bullets at 
the fleeing man. 
Finally Bentz, fa­ 
tigued, fell on his knees and begged 
the boys not to harm him. They turned 
him oved to the police.

A STRIKE 
SEEMS 
CERTAIN 


Head of Outlaw Gang That Shot Up 
Court at Hillsviile Tracked to His 
Home—Search Kept Up For Slayers. 


The whole might of the common­ 
wealth of Virginia is girding to bring 
to justice the band of lawless moun­ 
taineers who “shot up” the court 
house at Hillsviile, Carroll county, fif­ 
teen mies from Barren Springs, and 
killed Judge Thornton Massie, District 
Attorney W. M. Foster, Sheriff Lewis 
Webb and a juror, C. C. Kane. But it 
is going to be a huge task, and wheth­ 
er it will ever be thoroughly accom­ 
plished no one can tell. 


Detectives arrested Sidney Allen, 
ringleader of the gang. Wounded in 
the leg, he was lying at his home in 
the hills. 


As the detectives approached the 
house the desperado’s wife opened 
fire upon them, shooting through a 
window. 
Returning the fire, the de­ 
tectives rushed upon the building. 
When they opened the door the wo­ 
man was lying on the floor dead, with 
several bullets in her body, and Sid­ 
ney Allen was on the bed. 


Helpless, despite his plight, the out­ 
law tried to resist arrest. 
He was 
taken to Hillsviile and placed in jail. 


Twenty-five 
detectives 
reached 
Hillsviile to lead in the pursuit of the 
gang. 
Assisted by posses the detec 
tives will scour the entire section pen­ 
etrating the Blue Ridge in every di­ 
rection. 
The outlaws, for the most 
part, are possibly now well within the 
wild mountainous regions of western 
Nort Carlina. 
Some, it is known 
Mount Aiary, just over the line in 
North Carolina, where they are said to 
have raided a hardware store and se­ 
cured a new supply of arms and am­ 
munition. 


A semblance of order followed the 
arrival of the detectives all heavily 
as state officers. 
One of their first 
acts was to take into custody Floyd 
Allen, leader of the Allen desperadoes, 
who was wounded in the court room 
fighting and left behind by his broth­ 
ers. As he was being locked up Allen 
attempted suicide by cutting his throat 
with a pocket knife. 1-Ie was disarmed 
before he could accomplish his pur­ 
pose. 


Allen’s son, Victor, rode into Hills- 
ville armed to the teeth, to guard his 
father and he, too, is under arrest, 
with a man named Strickland. 


Victor Allen and Strickland were 
found hiding in a house in# Hillville. 
Both were captured without serious 
resistance, although it was said they 
at first indicated an impulse to shoot 
their way to liberty. 


A strong force of men, all well 
armed, has been placed in an about the 
jail with orders to shoot to kill at the 
first sign of any indication of trouble. 


Betty Ayres, one of the few women 
who were in court during the shooting 
and who was wounded, died. 


The scene of the wholesale murder 
was the quaint little old-fashioned red 
brick county court house. There had 
been reports that an attempt niighi 
be made to rescue Floyd Allen, who 
himself had aided a prisoner friend 
recently to escape from the county 
officers. 
The trial had been in pro 
gress for several days. 


Floyd Allen had been found guilty 
and had been called for sentence. Sid­ 
ney and Jack Allen were among the 
first arrivals at the court and were 
seen to take their places near the rail 
marking the enclosure for prisoner and 
counsel. 
Standing near by were a 
number of their associates and friends 
from the Blue Ridge mountains. 


Judge Massie went about the sen 
tencing of the prisoner in the usual 
matter of fact way, but the words 
“one year at hard labor” had scarcely 
passed his lips when there came the 
crack of a revolver. 
In an instant 
this was followed by a volley of shots, 
and the judge, who had partly risen 
at the first shot, lay dead and bleeding 
on the bench. 


Commonwealth Attorney Foster wag 
sitting directly in front of the bench 
and was next to succumb to the well 
directed shots of the suddenly turned 
outlaws. 


In the first fusilade several jurors 
had been wounded, Blankenship prob­ 
ably fatally. Sheriff Webb, whipping 
out bis own weapon, made for the 
prisoner, who had joined in the shoot­ 
ing with an oath and a declaration 
that he would never go to jail, but the 
officer was stopped by a perfect hal) 
of lead and crumpled into a lifeless 
heap on the floor. 


By this time the shooting in the 
court room bad become general, and 
there was a wild rush of the unarmed 
for windows and doors. 


uwenty-seven men were killed, more 
injured and several buildings wore 
wrecked when the boiler of a loeomo- 
Jivo exploded in the yard of the South­ 
ern Paciflc railroad at *San Antonio, 
Toxa.-. 


Closely following the news that the 
explosion had occurred came many 
rumors, which would not down, that 
dynamite had caused the great loss of 
lite and proporty. 
Investigation was 
started at once, the police working 
even while the bodies of the dead were 
being taken from the yards and the in­ 
jured being cared for. Detectives were 
placed at work and a search for clues 
started. 


Mrs. B. S. Gillis, sixty-two 
years 
old, in her home seven blocks away 
was probably fatally injured when the 
front end of the locomotive crashed 
into the roof, demolishing three rooms 
and continuing through to the ground 
floor of the house. 


Inside the machine and blacksmith 
shops the greatest 
loss of life was 
noted. Here fifteen or more men were 
killed, portions of their bodies being 
found jammed in crevices in the roof 
and sides or entangled in machinery. 
A great portion of the building’s walls 
fell inwards, burying twelve men. 


Among the shrieks of tho injured 
after the explosion arose the roar of 
flaming oil from the feed pipe through 
which the oil burning locomotives fill 
their tenders. This pipe had broken 
and ignited. The flow of oil was finally 
cut off. This possibility of a devastat­ 
ing fire for several minutes added to 
the horror of the situation. The loco­ 
motive stood almost in the center of 
a square formed by four buildings, and 
there was imminent danger of the 
nearest of them taking fire from the 
flames which spouted from the en­ 
gine’s broken oil pipe. 


The United 
States army hospital 
corps at San Antonio was rushed to 
the yards, and police, ambulanccs and 
Young Men’s 
Christian association 
workers were organized into rescue 
bands to dig out the dead and try to 
save the lives of the wounded. 
So 
mangled were tho bodies of some of 
the victims that there seemed no hope 
of piecing the fragments together suf­ 
ficiently to identify them. 


The victims were said to be largely 
men who had been employed to take 
the places of striking employes. These 
men have been working at the South­ 
ern Pacific shops in San Antonio ever 
since the shopmen’s strike began sev­ 
eral months ago. 
They were from 
northern and western states. 


The locomotive was standing in the 
yards near the shops and the explo­ 
sion came without warning. Parts of 
the roundhouse collapsed and several 
smiill buildings in the shop enclosure 
were wrecked, including part of the 
machine shops. 
Locomotives in the 
roundhouse were smashed as if hit 
with huge mallets. 
The roundhouse 
caught fire. 


The half- 
-^ot of the exploded 
locomor 
u .tier dropped between 
two Uiouses 011 Duval street, several 
blocks distant, while the tender was 
hurled several hundred feet and twist­ 
ed into a big shapeless chunk of steel. 


The explosion came at a^time when 
there were a number of machinists, 
roundhouse “grooms” and track tend­ 
ers working nearby. 


An artillery charge of canister and 
grape could not have scattered deadly 
missiles any more effectively among 
the nearby toilers than the explosion 
The huge steel and iron locomotive 
was torn asunder like a fire cracker 
and its fragments scattered like bul­ 
lets. 


Parts of bodies were picked up a 
distance of 300 to 500 feet, and win­ 
dows half a mile away were shattered.

Fares to the big national conven­ 
tions in Chicago and Baltimore bays 
been fixed at two cents a mile b,y the 
Central Passenger association. 


The development* in Ntw 
XutK 
Hty in the negotiations between the 
eommittee of ten of the anthracit# op­ 
erators and the representatives of the 
miners were purely formal, but signifi­ 
cant nevertheless. 


Each side reasserted ita position in 
much the same terms as har* been 
used before. The representative« ot 
the miners gave out a statem ent in 
reply to the last previous statement is­ 
sued by the operators, firmly refusing 
to yield an inch of ground. 


At the meeting Mr. White read the 
statement which he had just issued 
to the operators. The latter had no 
comment to make about it, and the 
miners withdrew, leaving the operators 
in the council chamber. 


The operators went into conference. 
A statement by the operators was is­ 
sued in answer to the statement of the 
miners. 
The statement, after saying 
that tjhe mino workers declined to 
modify their demands, refers to the 
findings of the strike commission and 
declares that nothing was advanced 
in tho conferences of 1906 and 1909 to 
cast doubt upon the wisdom of the 
award, and no new condition is now 
brought forward, nor have the facts 
and issues then covered since been 
changed. 


“Tho operators,” the statement con­ 
tinues, “have always stated, and again 
assured the mine workers' committee 
that they were ready to meet them 
and to give consideration to any sug­ 
gestion urged by them.” 


“While it is conceded,” the state­ 
ment proceeds, “that the cost of living 
has increased, it must be remembered 
that the advance in wages awarded to 
the mine workers by the strike com­ 
mission was based upon the existing 
conditions here.” 


Tho statement briefly reviews these 
conditions and concludes as follows: 


“We again emphasize the statement 
that it is impossible for the operators 
to advance wages unless they can in 
some manner realize from the sale of 
the coal produced a sum ^qual to the 
increase in the wages. It is not pos­ 
sible to increase the price of the steam 
sizes on account of competition of bi­ 
tuminous coal, and it does not seem 
fair and there would appear nothing in 
the condition of the mine workers to 
warrant the advance In the price to 
the public.” 


The 
miners' 
officials, headed by 
John T. White, president of the United 
Mine Workers of America, say In their 
official reply that they regret the po­ 
sition taken by the operators. 
They 
refer to the conditions of living as 
warranting wage advances, there hav­ 
ing been a change in the prices of 
food since the last award was made. 
There has been no increase in wages 
since the award went into effect, the 
miners insist. They refer to their haz­ 
ardous occupation and to the number 
of men killed or injured in the mines 
annually. From 1899 to 1910, the min­ 
ers declare, 12,3G8 men have been in­ 
jured in the hard coal fields, the total 
of killed and Injured In the same pe­ 
riod being given as 18,921. 


There are now approximately 180,- 
000 anthracite miners. The anthracite 
men say there is “no reason why they 
should work longer than the bitumi­ 
nous miners,” who enjoy an eight-hour 
day. The hard coal miners work nine 
hours. The workers in the hard coal 
fields, their officials told the oper­ 
ators, have become thoroughly con­ 
vinced that they cannot protect their 
interests under terms of any contract 
unless their organization is “fully re­ 
cognized.” 


The conference was the third of its 
kind to be held between the operators 
and the miners. The assumption all 
along has been that it would be the 
last. No further conference has been 
arranged for, and both sides have re­ 
fused to go beyond the limits of their 
formal statements in talking about the 
possibilities of future negotiations, No 
strike order needs to be sent out. As 
things stand the strike will automati­ 
cally go on at midnight of March 31.

Dr. Harvey W. Wiley has resigned

partment of agriculture after twenty 
nine years of service for the govern- 
ment, because he feels that his hands 
are tied in the fight for the enforce 
ment of the pure food law. 


In a statement to the public Dr. 
Wiley announces thajt the fundamen- 
tal princiijles of that law have one by 
one "been paralyzed and discredited/' 
Dr. Wiley, it is undersiood, will be at 
the head of the '^health department' 
of Good Housekeeping^ a magazine. 


Despite the fact that rumors had 
been current for eoveral weeks thai 
the government's pure food expert was 
about to Itjave the service, tlu actu il 
news of his rebiguation came as a bl^ 
feurprise to C^IqM Washington. 


A dispatch from Baltimore, Md., says 
that physicians there have advised the 
pubIic*^o boil all milk until an epi- 
demic of "a peculiar throat disease" 
now prevalent in that city has sub- 
sided. 


The disease was described as some- 
what similar to tonsilitis, but more per- 
sistent. Dr. William H. Park, director 
of the research laboratory of the New 
York department of health, said that 
he suspected the disease to be septic 
Bore throat. It v/as epidemic in Boston 
last summer, and among 20ü0 cases 
there were about fifty deaths. 
Out- 
breaks of the same nature have been 
reported from Europe in recent years. 
The only American visitation that Dr. 
Park knows of, besides the one in Bos- 
ton and possibly the present trouble in 
Baltimore, occurred in a Hudson river 
town six years ago. Dr. Park remem- 
bers the Hudson river epidemic, as ho 
was called in to locate the source of 
the disease. 


He found several patients of a pri- 
vate school suffering from infectious 
sore throat and a rash comparable to 
the rash of scarlet fever. 
Dr. Park, 
having eliminated in his mind every 
possible ííKuse except the milk supply, 
went to the dairy that supplied the 
school, Inspected the cows and found 
oen that also had a bad case of so e 
throat. The cow was killed and the;e 
was no more illness at the school.

Head of Outlaw Gang That Shot Up 
Court at Hillsville Tracked to His 
Home—Search Kept Up For Slayers. 


The whole might of the common- 
wealth of Virginia is girding to bring 
to justice the band of lawless moun- 
taineers 
who "shot up" 
the 
court 
house at Hillsville. Carroll county, fif- 
teen mies from Barren Springs, and 
killed Judge Thornton Massie, District 
Attorney W. M. Foster, Sheriff Lewis 
Webb and a juror, C. C. Kane. But it 
is going to be a huge task, and wheth- 
er it will ever be thoroughly accom- 
plished no one can tell. 


Detectives 
arrested Sidney 
Allen, 
ringleader of the gang. 
Wounded in 
the leg, he was lying at his home in 
the hills. 


As the detectives approached 
the 
house the desperado's wife opened 
fire upon them, shooting through a 
window. 
Returning the fire, the de- 
tectives 
rushed 
upon 
the 
building. 
When they opened the door the wo- 
man was lying on the floor dead, with 
several bullets in her body, and Sid- 
ney Allen was on tho bed. 


Helpless, despite his plight, the out- 
law tried to resist arrest. 
He was 
taken to Hillsville and placed in jail. 


Twenty-five 
detectives 
reached 
Hillsville to lead in the pursuit of the 
gang. 
Assisted by posses the detec 
tives will scour the entire section pen- 
etrating the Blue Ridge in every di- 
rection, 
The outlaws, for the most 
part, are possibly now well within the 
wild mountainous regions of western 
Nort 
Carlina. 
Some, it 
is 
known 
Moimt Aiary, just over the line in 
North Carolina, where they are said to 
have raided a hardware store and se- 
cured a new supply of arms and am- 
munition. 


A semblance of order followed the 
arrival of the detectives all heavily 
as state officers. 
One of their first 
acts was to take into custody Floyd 
Allen, leader of the Alien desperadoes, 
who was wounded in the court room 
fighting and left behind by his broth- 
ers, As he was being locked up Allen 
attempted suicide by cutting his throat 
with a pocket knife. He was disarmed 
before he could accomplish his pur- 
pose. 


Allen's son, Victor, rode into Hills- 
ville armed to the teeth, to guard his 
father and he, too, is under arrest, 
with a man named Strickland. 


Victor Allen and Strickland w^ere 
found hiding in a house in^ Hillville. 
Both were captured without serious 
resistance, although it was said they 
at first Indicated an impulse to shoot 
their way to liberty, ' 


A strong force of men, all well 
armed, has been placed in an about the 
jail with orders to shoot to kill at tho 
first sign of any indication of trouble. 


Betty Ayres, one of the few women 
who were in court during the shooting 
and who was wounded, died. 


The scene of the wholesale murder 
was the quaint little old-fashioned red 
brick county court house. 
There had 
been reports that an attempt mighi 
be made to rescue Floyd Allen, v/ho 
himself had aided a prisoner friend 
recently to escape from the county 
officers. 
The trial had been in pro 
gress for several days. 


Floyd Allen had been found guilty 
and had been called for sentence, Sid- 
ney and Jack Allen were among the 
first arrivals at the court and were 
seen to take their places near the rail 
marking the enclosure for prisoner and 
counsel. 
Standing near by were a 
number of their associates and friends 
from the Blue Ridge mountains. 


Judge Massie went about the sen 
tencing of the prisoner in the usual 
matter of fact way, but the words 
"one year at hard labor" had scarcely 
passed his lips when there came the 
crack of a revolver. 
In an instant 
this was followed by a volley of shots, 
and the judge, who had partly risen 
at the first shot, lay dead and bleeding 
on the bench.

Closely following tho news that the 
explosion 
had 
occurred came many 
rumors, which would not down, that 
dynamite had causod the great loss of 
lite and property. 
Investigation was 
started at once, tho police working 
even while the bodies of the dead were 
being taken from the yards and the in- 
jured being cared for. Detectives were 
placed at work and a search for clues 
started. 


Mrs. B. S. Gillis, sixty-two 
years 
old, in her home seven blocks away 
was probably fatally injured when the 
front end of the locomotive crashed 
into the roof, demolishing three rooms 
and continuing through to tho ground 
floor of tho house. 


Inside the machine and blacksmith 
shops the gi'eatest 
loss of life was 
noted. Here fifteen or moro men were 
killed, portions of their bodies being 
found jammed in crevices in the roof 
and sides or entangled in machinery. 
A great portion of the building's walls 
fell Inwards, burying twelve men. 


Among the shrieks of tho injured 
after the explosion arose the roar of 
flaming oil from the feed pipe through 
which the oil burning locomotives fill 
their tenders. This pipe had broken 
and ignited. The flow of oil was finally 
cut off. This possibility of a devastat- 
ing fire for several minutes added to 
the horror of the situation. The loco- 
motive stood almost in the center of 
a square formed by four buildings, and 
there was Imminent danger of the 
nearest of them taking fire from the 
flames 
which spouted from the en- 
gine's broken oil pipe. 


The United 
States army hospital 
corps at San Antonio was rushed to 
the yards, and police, ambulancas and 
Young 
Men's 
Christian 
association 
workers were organized into rescue 
bands to dig out the dead and try to 
save the lives of the wounded. 
So 
mangled were tho bodies of some of 
the victims that there seemod no hope 
of piecing the fragments together suf- 
ficiently to identify them. 


The victims were said to LG largely 
men who had been employed to take 
the places of slrilcing employes. These 
men have been working at the South- 
ern Pacific shops in San Antonio ever 
since the shopmen's strike began sev- 
eral months ago. 
They were from 
northern and western states. 


The locomotive was standing in the 
yards near the shops and the explo- 
sion came without warning. Parts of 
the roundhouse collapsed and several 
small buildings in the shop enclosure 
were wrecked, including part of the 
machine shops. 
Locomotives in the 
roundhouse were smashed as if hit 
with huge mallets. 
The roundhouse 
caught fire. 


The half- 
''cot of the exploded 
locomol" 
^tknr dropped 
between 
two Uiouses on Duval street, several 
blocks distant, while the tender was 
hurled several hundred feet and twist- 
ed into a big shapeless chunk of steel, 
The explosion came at a^^tlmo when 
there were a number of machinists, 
roundhouse "grooms" and track tend- 
ers working nearby. 


An artillery charge of canister and 
grape could not have scattered deadly 
missiles any more effectively among 
the nearby toilers than the explosion 
The huge steel and iron locomotive 
was torn asunder like a fire cracker 
and its fragments scattered like bul- 
lets. 


Parts of bodies were picked up a 
distance of 3oo to 500 feet, and win- 
dows half a mile away were shattered.

Hty in Uie nogotlations between th« 
eommlttee of ten of the anthracit® op- 
erators and the representatives of the 
miners wero purely formal, but signiil- 
cant nevertheless. 


Each side reasserted its poeltion in 
much the same terms as hare been 
used before. The representative« 
oi 
the miners gave out a statement In 
reply to the last previous statement le- 
aned by the operators, firmly refusing 
to yield an inch of ground. 


At the meeting Mr, White read the 
statement which he had Just isiiued 
to the operators. The latter had no 
comment to make about it, and the 
miners withdrew, leaving the operators 
In the council chamber. 


The operators went into conference. 
A statement by the operators was is- 
sued in answer to the statement of the 
miners. 
The statement, after saying 
that tjhe mine workers declined 
to 
modify their demands, refers to the 
findings of the strike commission and 
declares that nothing was advanced 
in the conferences of 1906 and 1909 to 
cast doubt upon the wisdom of the 
award, and no new condition Is now 
brought forward, nor have the facts 
and Issues then covered since been 
changed. 


"Tho operators," the statement con- 
tinues, "have always stated, and again 
assured the mine workers' committee 
that they were ready to meet them 
and to give consideration to any sug- 
gestion urged by them." 


"While it is conceded," the state- 
ment proceeds, "that the cost of living 
has Increased, It must be remembered 
that the advance in wages awarded to 
the mine workers by the strike com- 
mission was based upon tho existing 
conditions here." 


Tho statement briefiy reviews these 
conditions and concludes as follows: 


"We again emphasize the statement 
that it is impossible for the operators 
to advance wages unless they can in 
some manner realize from the sale of 
the coal produced a sum "»qual to the 
increase in the wages. It Is not pos- 
sible to increase tho price of the steam 
sizes on account of competition of bi- 
tuminous coal, and it does not seem 
fair and there would appear nothing in 
the condition of the mine workers to 
warrant the advance in the price to 
the public." 


The 
miners' 
ofilclals, headed by 
John T. White, president of the United 
Mine Workers of America, say In their 
ofllcial reply that they regret the po- 
sition taken by the operators. 
They 
refer to the conditions of living as 
warranting wage advances, there hav- 
ing been a change In the prices of 
food since the last award was made. 
There has been no Increase in wages 
since the award went into effect, the 
miners insist. They refer to their haz- 
ardous occupation and to tho number 
of men killed or injured in the mTncs 
annually. From 1899 to 1910, the min- 
ers declare, 12,3G8 men have been in- 
jured in the hard coal fields, the total 
of killed and injured in the same pe- 
riod being given as 18,921, 


There are now approximately 180,- 
000 anthracite miners. The anthri^clte 
men say there Is "no reason why they 
should work longer than the bitumi- 
nous miners," who enjoy an eight-hour 
day. The hard coal miners work nine 
hours. The workers in the hard coal 
fields, their ofilclals told 
the 
oper- 
ators, have become thoroughly con- 
vinced that they cannot protect their 
interests under terms of any contract 
unless their organization Is "fully re- 
cognized." 


The conference was the third of its 
kind to be held between the operators 
and the miners. The assumption all 
along has been that it would be the 
last. No further conference has been 
arranged for, and both sides have re- 
fused to go beyond the limits of their 
formal statements In talking about the 
possibilities of future negotiations. No 
strike order needs to be sent out. As 
things stand the strike will automati- 
cally go on at midnight of March 31,
